Canadians have joyously’ and .cn- 
thusiastically celebrated , the signing 
of the Peace treaty. Canada’s (un- 
precedented army of some hundreds 
of thousands of men is all but com- 
pletely demobilized, and the vast ma- 
jority of the soldicrs are again at 
work in civilian occupations. One by 
one, all the war time orders-in-coun- 
cil, regulations and prohibitions are 
passing away, and the Dominion is 
again rapidly being placed on a Peace 
basis. The acutencss of the sorrows 
caused by the war is being assuaged 
by that greatest of all healers, time, 
and the feclings of racial bitterness 
and even hatred which are aroused 
by war are fading. 

The titanic struggle is already‘a 
matter of history, but while memory 
lasts people will remember the hor- 
rors and stress of the past five ter- 
rible years, and all future gencrations 
will be more or less affected by the 
experience through which mankind 
was called upon to pass. But while 
remembering these things, itv is well 
that as a people we should keep: even 
more vividly in our memorics the re- 
collection of the heights of loyal de- 
votion to country to which people at- 
tained, the self-sacrifices they so’ free- 
ly atid gladly made, the patriotic ser- 
they so splendidly rendered.

Official Note Issued 


Authorizing Resumption of Commer- 
cial Relations Between France 
and Germany 
Paris, France —The French official 
note authorizing the resumption of 
commercial relations between France 
and Germany was issued here, to be 
effective at once. The note prescribes 
regulations and provides for the is- 
stance of permits on certain classes 

of merchandise. 

The regulations require that  per- 
mits be obtained for the exportation 
to Germany of any merchattdise on 
the prohibited list No merchandise 
originating in or coming from Ger- 
many may be imported into France 
without a special permit from the 
Minister of Finance and the minister 
of that department,of the government 
particularly interested in the product. 

The German delegation at Ver- 
sailles was inforined in a letter from 
the peace conference that the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty by Germany had 
been accepted and that the raising of 
the blockade was about to take place. 
The Inter-allied Supreme Council 
met to discuss the blockade question.

Killed 

Portage La Prairie-—Lieut. W. 
“Buster” Cross and Mrs. -S, P. Kerr 
are dead and Lieut. S. P. Kerr, of the 
Veteran Airplane, company, of Win- 
nipeg, is in the Portage general hos- 
pital in a precarious condition as the 
result of a nose dive made by his 
machine about’ two miles north of 
this city. How the accident happen- 
ed cannot be “learned except from 
those who saw the machine come 
down, and they state that the engine

Nothing more was heard of them un- 
til they. were observed fying north 
of the city, heading evidently for the 
landing place used during’ the visit 
here exhibition weck.

It was not till the 
arrival in Ottawa of Hon, C. J. Do- 
herty, who with Hon. A. L.. Sifton 
signed the ircaty for Canada, that the 
text as signed at Versailles was avail- 
able. The understanding with the 
British government when Sir Robert 
Borden left London was that . there 
would be no proclamation of peace 
by Britain for some time, and at. any 
rate not till the Canadian parliament 
had full opportunity to ratify. 

Since then, however, greater neces- 
sity has. apparently arisen in Great 
Britain for an early. proclamation 
that a state of war no longer exists. 
It is understood that the government 
here is in communication” “with the 
imperial authorities on the « subject 
and that'stress is being laid on the 
necessity for full opportunity being 
given to the Dominion parliament.for 
discussion of the treaty’s terms be- 
fore formal proclamation of peace by 
the King. Notice has already been 
given of a special session in the fall 
for ratification. : 

While the question has not been 
discussed in cabinet as yct, it is pro- 
bable that the date of opening will’ be 
advanced a week or-two to. avoid any 
unnecessary_delay. But that. peace 
will be officially proclaimed before 
the Dominion parliament can be sum- 


frmoned is regarded here ‘as cxtremely 


unlikely. 

-The point raised. by Sir A.B. 
Aylesworth that the war time. orders- 
in-council, notwithstanding, — their 
own “Provisions, will not. -be- opera- 
tive after expiry of ‘the War. Meas-!' 
ures. Act is generally conceded. A 
similar opinion’ was given by a com- 
mittec ~ of legal experts~in. Great 
Britain, with regard..~to~ orders-in- 
council passed. under. the Defence of 
the Realm Act. 

It is pointed out> that -under.- the 
treaty with Germany ~ peace ‘cannot 
be proclaimed until after ratification 
by Germany and by three of “the 
principal allied.and associated pow- 
ers. The principal allied and associ- 
ated powers are defined in the treaty 
as U.S., British Empire, France, 
Italy and Japan. Ratification of the 
treaty with Germany alone is not 
regarded as being sufficient to end 
the war and the War Measures Act. 
There will be -also need to be -ratifi- 
cation of peace with Austria. Peace 
with Germany would “be merely a 
partial peace? -But whether’ ratifica- 
tions of the peace with Bulgaria and 
Turkey first would be necessary -in- 
so far as the termination of the War 
Measures Act is concerned is regard- 
ed as somewhat doubtful.. There’ is 
little likelihood, in actual practice, 
of much difference in time between 
the proclamation of peace in Great 
Britain and its proclamation in Can- 
ada by the governor-general.

Queen, George Armstrong and R. E.

They wanted peace for a purpose.” 

Evidence of an independent _ wit- 
ness, Joseph J. Hill, who had attend- 
ed a’ mecting the day before the first 
riot, brought out the fact that Wm. 
Ivens had told a large gathering of 
ignorant foreigners that™their homes 
were in danger of violation by the 
special police. Mr. Ivens told a story 
of-a special policeman stealing money 
from a striker’s wife and children un- 
der: threat of his. baton. When the 
special, police had been attacked the 
next day, the witness had thought, it 
his duty to report Ivens’ speech “to 
the police. He said he believed it 
was contributory to the riots, and 
was “vicious and .that ils effect at

Crop Failures Are Rare and Usually 

Due to Hailstorms or Unusual 

. Atmospheric Disturbances 

There are many reasons why irri- 
gation farming should become and re- 
main very attractive, says John A. 
Widsoc, A.M., Ph.D., in his book 
“Principles of Irrigation Practice.” 
Under irrigation crop yields may be 
depended on from year to year. Crop 
failures are very rare and are usually 
due to hailstorms or, some unusual 
atmospheric disturbances. ‘The pos- 
sibility of varying the quantity of 
water applied to the land give the 
farmer a control over the yield and 
quantity of the crop that does much 
to vitalize the routine of the work 
and make the harvest more profitable. 
The soil and climatic conditions pre- 
vailing over most of the territory de- 
manding irrigation are of a kind to 
make life enjoyable, z

| After July 2nd, it will be necessary 
for all American cattle imported for 
| this- purpose to be accompanied by a 
Ituberdulin test chart signed by ar 
officer of the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry stating that they 

have been tested by him within 60 
| days of the date of entry at the Lboun- 
i dry. 
| This amendment was considered 
ladvisable owing, to the fact that 
| changes have been made in the Amer- 
ican regulations which now require 
that Canadian cattle shipped to the 
| United States ior exhibition purposes 
imust, after July 1, be accompanied by 
a tuberculin test chart signed by a 
| veterinary inspector of the Health of 
| Animals Branch of the depurtment of 
agriculture, stating that they have 
been tested within sixty days of ex- 
portation, 

Live stock exhibitors should bear 
this in mind, and forward requests 
to the Veterinary Director-General, 
Ottawa, for the services of inspectors 
to test their cattle as. promptly as 
possible after they have decided to 
ship them for exhibition purposes.

Winnipeg. —Represeritatives of the 
Postal Workers’ Union appeared. be- 
fore the Robson commission and 
made a statement protesting against 
the discrimination showfi by the gov- 
ernment in not reinstating the work- 
ers who had been on strike, and also 
putting on the record of+the commis- 
sion an emphatic denial that the. pos- 
tal workers, in declaring~ for the 
sympathetic strike, did so to support 
a movement for a sovict form of .gov- 
ernment in this city, or for any. re- 


tutional nature. 

The statement was made by J. A. 
Elrick, general secretary of the. Pos- 
tal Workers’ Union, who was sup- 
ported by J. B. Johnson, one of the 
delegates who went to Ottawa, and 
W. J. Boyd, a member of the exc- 
cutive of the union. 

Ernest Robinson, secretary of the 
Trades and Labor Council of Win- 
nipeg, also appeared before the com- 
mission and made a statement. in 
which he condemned the discrimina- 
tion being shown by employers . in 
Winnipeg—including the city of Win- 
nipeg—against men who had held of- 
ficial positions in the unions before 
the strike, and- who had been -strik- 
ers. ane 

The witnesses were cross-cxamin- 
ed by C. B. Wilson, K.C., who is_as- 
sisting Commissioner Robson in tak- 
ing evidence. None of them, how- 
ever, were placed under oath. 


The Hero Of Delhi 


Today the Indian mutiny appears 
so distant as almost to be.» ancient 
history. Many of its episodes, how- 
ever, rank among the more glorious 
achievements of the British army, 
and one of them was recalled “the 
other day by the announcement of 
the death in Toronto of Luke Alfred 
Smith, a veteran soldier who earned 
lasting remembrance as one of the 
few survivors of the gallant forlorn 
hope that blew up the Cashmere Gate 
of Delhi, That city, since the great 
Durbar of 1911, held by the present 
King, the capital of India, was’ ‘the 
stronghold-of the mutincers, and its 
reduction became the key to. the sit- 
uation. Invested in June, 1857, by a 
small British force, whose numbers 
were later - increased by reinforce- 
ments dispatched from the Punjab, 
which had been pacified and rendered 
friendly by the efforts of its wise 
administrator, John, afterwards Lord 
Lawrence, the city held out till Sep- 
tember. Its fall was mainly duc to 
the forlorn hope, composed of Licu- 
tenants Home and Salkeld, Sergeants 
Smith and Carmichael, Corporal Bur- 


Sikhs, 

Delhiwas strongly fortified by -an 
immense wall, protected by a deep 
ditch, divided by causeways providing 
access to the gates. The causeways 
had been ruined and:the walls them- 
selves proved almost impregnable. In 
these circumstances the desperate re- 
solution was taken to blow up the 
Cashmere gate. Each of the volun- 
teer party carried_a bag with twenly- 
five pounds of gunpowder, and the 
ruined causeway was crossed under 
heavy fire. Piling their bags against 
the gate, Lieutenant Salkeld was shot 
through the arm and leg while light- 
ing the fuse. His place was taken 
by Burgess, who was shot dead. Car- 
michael sprang to the bags, also to 
fall mortally wounded. Smith then 
ran forward, but observing that the 
fuse had been lit, he had just time 
to spring into the ditch when the 
charge exploded with a tremendous 
crash and the massive gatc blew up. 
Bugler Hawthorne then sounded the 
advance, and the storming party, af- 
ter desperate fighting, succeeded in 
establishing a hold on the ramparts. 
It was a stirring deed that will ever 


be featured in the annals of the In-}.
